To the 
citizens of this country it should be 
clear th'at a nation that Intends 
to 


preserve its national life and national 
.deals inviolate must make adequate 
preparation for its own defense against 
any emergency. 
This lesson is par- 


ticularly pertinent- to America at the 
present time, for both 
our 
business 


and foreign policies inevitably tend to 
make us enemies rather than friends 
among the nations of the world. 


The war has shown that, in spite 


of ample natural resources of our own 
o supply practically every requirement 
if our Industries, we aro dependent on 
'oreign nations for a largo number of 
essential 
products, notably dycstuffs. 


Yet our legislators have let petty 
politics Intervene, rather than regard 
he needs of their country 
first 
and 


:heir party afterwards.

ng of political and personal interests 
with the interests of the nation as a. 
whole is-what is making the admln- 
stration of our government inefficient 
and insecure for its citizens. 


'V\"e have been forced, in spite of

no longer consider our own country 
as a law unto Itself, but with the dawn 
of peace must engage in the struggle 
of nations for world trade.

In the papers which agents of -the 


department of justice have taken from 
tho ofllco of the suspected Wolf von 
Igcl, tho government seems to 
have 


discovered a key to most of the seri- 
ous plots which have been suspected 
for months past. A frcat part of the 
correspondence had been carried on in 
cipher and was unintelligible until n 
codo book was found which contained 
the cipher used by von Bernstorff, oth- 
er members of the German 
embassy 


and many German agents including 
von Papen and others withdrawn by 
the German government at the request 
of Washington. 
6 Frantic efforts have been made by 
tho German ambassador to recover the 
seized papers on the ground that they 
are records of the embassy

as 


such, outside government supervision, 
but this plea has proved futile. Secre- 
tary Lansing may return many of the 
documents, but not until the depart- 
ment of justice lias made a selection. 
Any plots which may have to do with 
matters that do not concern this coun- 
try will be ignored, but it the German 
ambassador lent himself to anything 
contrary to American laws, no tech- 
nicality can' save him from the conse- 
quences. It has often been suspected 
that agitations against American neu- 
trality led up to the Head of the Ger- 
man embassy, and this, will now be 
proved or disproved to the satisfaction 
of the American government. If Bern- 
storlf is.found to have been another 
Dr. Dumba, he will be given his walk- 
Ing papers in the same way, and he 


' will'have himself only to blame.

part of Dublin were wrested 
from 


England, she could take it back when- 
ever she got ready to do so and the 
Irish people would be the chief suffer- 
ers, in loss of 
life 
and 
subsequent 


measures of repression. 


The country was quite prosper- 


ous before the war and even at the 
present time the conditions are ac- 
tually better than those of any other 
European country in the 
war 
zone. 


The people were looking forward with 
high hopes to the opening of their new 
parliament at the close of the war; but 
should the outbreak in Dublin be back- 
ed-to any great extent by public sen- 
timent, the home rule act will be re- 
pealed and again will turbulence, co- 
cr'cion and chaos sweep the land. 


It is to be hoped that the conse- 


quences will not be so serious, that the 
masses will be guided by the 
wise 


counsels of the national leader, Hon. 
John E. Redmond, who, 
with 
every 


friend of Ireland, must condemn this 
open attempt to aid Germany at the 
expense of Ireland. The real friends 
of. Irish freedom wished to see Ireland 
made the mistress of her own destinies 
under an adequate measure 
of 
self- 


government and then to have no limit 
set to the onward march of the nation. 
That program is sensible, feasible and 
practical, whereas the wild scheme of 
conquest by Germany, were it not ut- 
terly impossible, would be fought to 
the last ditch by every -true friend of 
freedom in Ireland.

Yet, he said, the Elizabeth- 
an age was n coarse.age and people 
were not nearly so refined as they are 
now.

pure. Today,..we are 


prone to lay great emphasis on refine- 
ment, on sanitation, body cleanliness, 
etc., but we are not so .fussy aVJo 
what we; patronize on. the stage. Dr. 
Walsh did not infer that there 'is 'no 
coarseness in Shakespeare, for his was 
i time of, broad speech and ribald jest, 
but one will not ilndvln any .of his 
plays the insidious evil that so 'Often 
on the modern stage parades in the 
guise of virtue or education. As seen 
by the orator of Sunday the difference 
is the difference between taste and re- 
finement. Shakespeare's audience did 
not have tho refinement of the modern 
audience, but it had more taste; "Co- 
day, wo are strong on refinement,.but 
weak on taste. The more one thinks 
on the distinction, 'the- mora- there 
seems in it, and it will apply to many 
other things besides the drama.

The present outbreak in Ireland Is 


lr the Interest of Germany and it will 


in nothing bnt injury—no man 


a. suggestion made by The Sun for the 
past two years, and though it was dis- 
regarded for the last two years, it will 
have to be respected now that It is a 
law of the commonwealth. This new 
law-obliges cities that oil their streets 
to cover the oiled portions with sand 
or fine stone immediately afterwards 
or else make provisions for traffic that 
will permit vehicles to keep clear of 
the oiled surface while- the liquid is 
fresh and moist. 


This law will make for a tempor- 


ary hardship, but it will be the means 
of savins money eventually as it will 
provide for a more effective and safe 
oiling of the streets while preventing 
much waste. In this city streets that 
were oiled were open to 
immediate 


traffic and as a result tho tires of 
autos and anto trucks and the feet of 
pedestrians took away more oil than 
was left to do service on the 
street 


surface. Moreover Ihe oil did not dry 
as o'.uckly as though it were covered 
with a fine layer of sand, and when 
rain fell soon after the street treat- 
ment, the liquid w;is washed into tho 
sewers. Evidently the Lowell condi- 
tion existed in other places and this 
accounts for the law which, was ap- 
proved on April II of this year. 


The first section of the law obliges 


a city to cover the oiled portion of a 
street with "sand, gnwcl, pcastono or 
other suitable material'' three hours 
after spreading the oil, unless half tlic 
street only is treated so that 
truffle 


may use the other half satisfactorily.

"At this day." he said,' "nearly two 


years after the outbreak of the war.' 
we are still discussing academically 
the question of the possibility of our 
being involved, the extent of our need- 
ed preparedness, or even, the neces- 
sity of any preparation at all. To the 


be 
to 


preserve its national life and national 
ideals inviolate must make adequate 
preparation for its own defense against 
any emergency. 
Tiiis lesson is par- 


ticularly pertinent to America at the 
present time, for both 
our 
business 


and foreign policies inevitably tend to 
make us enemies rather than friends 
among the nations of the world. 


"The war has shown that, in spite 


citizens of this country it should 
clear that a nation that intends 


of ample natural resources of our own 
to supply practically every requirement 
of our industries, we are dependent on 
foreign nations for. a large number of 
essential products, notably dyestuffs. 
Vet our legislators ha.ve let 
petty 


politics intervene, rather than regard 
the needs of their country 
first 
and 


their party afterwards. 
The clash- 


ing of political and personal interests 
with the interests of the nation as a 
whole is what is making the admin- 
istration of our government Inefficient 
and insecure for its citizens. 


'\Ye have been forced, in spite of 


ourselves, 
into 
international 
rela- 


tions. 
We-must realize that we can 


no longer consider our own country 
as a law unto Itself, but with the dawn 
of peace nuist .engage in the struggle 
of nations for World trade. 
We can 


never again avoid world politics If we 
would. 
We cannot exhibit a national 


spirit in external relations unless we 
vitalize in internal affairs the doctrine 
of 'Americans all'" 


Extension of cotton exportations, es-

ot New York.

Helped to Kill Willis, 
it is Said 


LAWRENCE, April 26.—Evidence In 


favor and against Hormldas Saulnier 
was brought out yesterday during his 
trial on the charge of murdering Hen- 
ry H. Willis of Ha.verh.lll in an Essex 
street lodging house, Oct. 16. 


The man's death was the result of 


asphyxiation, and tho prosecution will 
attempt to prove that in an effort to 
secure a largo sum of money carried 
by Willis, Saulnier pried some soap out 
of an unused gas jet and allowed tho 
gas to flow out, causing Willis' death. 


Saulnier and his wifo then escaped 


with the money taken from Willis and 
when arrested later in Boston had it 
on them.

ton Saulnier said to his wife in the 
presence o£ Lawrence and Boston de- 
tectives:

lonor. of .Shakespeare !n Boston. last 
Sunday, Dr. Walsh of New York, noted 
student, scholar and author, called at- 
tention'to the fact .that the greatest 
dramatist of all time never wrote a 
sex play. 
Yet, he said, the Elizabeth- 


an age was a coarse age and people 
were not nearly so refined as they are 
now. 
Their bodies were dirty, but 


their minds were pure. Today, we are 
prone to lay great emphasis on refine- 
ment, on sanitation, body cleanliness, 
etc., but we arc not so fussy as to 
what we patronize on the stage. Dr. 
Walsh did not Infer that there is ho 
coarseness in Hhakcspeare, for his was 
u .time of broad speech and ribald jest, 
but one will not find'in any of his 
plays the insidious evil that so often 
on tlie modern stage parades in 
the 


guise of virtue or education. As seen 
by the orator of Sunday the difference 
Is the difference between taste and re- 
finement. Shakespeare's audience did 
not have the refinement of the modern 
audience, but It had more taste. To- 
day, wo are strong on refinement, hut 
weak on taste. The more one thinks

OILING THE STREETS 


The legislature has enacted into law 


a suggestion mado by The Sun for the 
past two years, and though it was dis- 
•egarded for the last two years, it will 
lave to be- respected now that it is a 
aw of the commonwealth. This new 
aw obliges cities that oil their streets 
o cover the oiled portions with sand 
>r line stone immediately afterward 
)r else make provisions for traffic thai 
will permit vehicles to keep clear of 
he oiled surface whilo the liquid is 
Tesh and moist. 


This law will make for a tempor- 


ary hardship, but it will be the means 
of saving money- eventually as it wil 
irovide for a more effective and safe 
oiling of tho streets while 
preventing 


much waste. In this city streets tha 
were oiled were open to 
immediate 


traffic and as a result the tires ol 
autos and auto trucks and the feet ol 
pedestrians took away more oil than 
was left to do service on the 
streel 


surface. Jloreover the oil did not drj 
as quickly as though it were covered 
with a fine layer of sand, and when 
rain fell soon after the street treat 
ment, the liquid was washed into th.' 
sewers. Evidently the Lowell condi 
tion existed In other places and this 
accounts for the law which was ap 
proved on April 14 of this year.' 


Tho first section of the law obliges 


a city to cover the oiled portion of a 
street wilh "sand, gravel, pcastone 
other suitable material" three hours 
after tpreadtng the oil, unless h;ilf th 
street only is treated *o that 
trafii' 


may use. the oth«r half satisfactorily 
The reason for the law is alleged tn 
be safely for travel, a vital consider- 
ation, as discovered by those whose 
auto tires have been skidding on the 
Lowell streets. Violation of 
the act 


shall be punished by a fine of not loss 
than J10 nor more than $100 for each 
offence.

Statement Defining At- 


titute of U, S. Made 
Public Today 


' 
WASHINGTON, April 26.—A 
state- 


ment defining the attitude of the Unit- 
ed 
Stales 
toward 
armed 
merchant 


ships was made public today by the 
Etate department by direction of Pres- 
ident Wilson. 
It originally was pre- 


pared as a circular note to other pow- 
ers, but It later was decided to issue 
it as a statement. 


The statement holds to the right of 


a merchant ship to arm for protection 
only but declares that 
"merchantmen 


which have used their armaments for 
aggressive purposes are 
not entitled 


to the same hospitality 
In 
neutral 


ports as peaceful 
armed 
merchant- 


men." 


"The status of an armed merchant 


vessel-of a belligerent," says the state- 


' jnent, "is to be considered from the 


point of view, of a neutral, when the 
vessel enters its ports, and from thai 
of an enemy when the vessel is on t 
high eeae." 


The statement treats at length of the 


differences in status and sums them uri 
as follows: 


"The status of an armed merchant 


vessel as a warship in neutral waters 
may be determined, in the absence of 
documentary proof or conclusive evi- 
dence , of previous aggressive conduct 
by presumption derived from all the 
circumstances of the case. , 


"The status of such vessel as a war- 


ship'on the high seas must be deter- 
mined _ only Upon conclusive eviden 
of: aggressive , purpose, in the absence 


' of which H Is to be presumed that the 


vessel has a private 
and 
peaceable 


character, and It should be so treated 
by an enemy warship. 


"In brief, a neutral-government may 


proceed upon 
presumption 
that 
an 


armed-merchant vessel of belligerent 
nationality is armed 
for 
aggression 


tvhile a belligerent should proceed on 
the presumption that the vessel 
is 


armed for protection." 


1 
Then- the 
statement'goes on at 


' length'to take up the rights and duties 
' of neutrals and belligerents as affect- 


ed by the status of armed merchant 


"vessels in -neutral ports and on the 


high seas. It lays down the rule that 
while 
merchantmen armed only for 


-'protection ^against the enemy, are en- 


titled to enter and leave neutral ports 
without hindrance in the course of le- 
gitimate trade, are not so entitled un- 
der certain circumstances which 
are 


detailed as follows: 
"Armed merchantmen of belligerent 


:n'ationality under a commission or or- 
ders of their government to use under 
penalty, their armament for aggres- 
sive purposes, or merchantmen which, 
without such commission or orders, 
have used their armament for aggres- 
sive purposes, are not entitled to the 
same hospitality in neutral ports as 
peaceable armed merchantmen." 


The German note on the question ^o£ 


armed merchantmen, to 
which 
the 


statement is regarded as an answer, 
charged that British merchant ships 
•weie armed to attack submarines and 
"that their,commanders were under,se- 


cret orders from the admiralty to do 
so and that rewards had been offered 
to commands, who succeeded in 
de- 


stroying submersiblcs. 


-The statement declares that there is 


a, distinct difference "between the ex- 
, ercise 
the 
right 
of 
self-protection 


and the act of cruising the seas in 
an armed vessel for the purpose ot 
attacking enemy naval vessels." 


The following declaration applies to 


merchant ships under orders to attack 
submarines: 
"In-the event that merchant ships of 


belligerent nationality are armed and 
under commission or orders to attack 
in all circumstances, certain classes of 
enemy naval vessels for the purpose 
_of destroying them, and are entitled 
to receive prize money for such ser- 
vice from their government or are 
^able to a penalty for failure to obey 
"the orders given; such merchant ships 
lose their status as peaceable mer- 
chant 
ships 
and 
are to a 
lim- 
ited extent incorporated 
in 
the 
na- 
val forces of their government, even 
though it is not their sole occupation 
to conduct hostile operations. 


Any person taking passage on such 


vessel cannot expect immunity

than that accorded persons who are 
on board a warship." 


The statement holds that a bellig- 


erent merchant ship may exercise its 
rights of 
self-protection,

flight or resistance, but that if after a. 
summons to surrender has been giver 
.a merchantman uses its. armament to 
vfceep tbe enemy at a distance or if af- 
rter it has been summoned to surren- 
'der it resists or 
flees, the warship

Defining a warship, 
the statement 


declares that "the size of the 
vessel, 


strength of armament and its defen- 
sive or offensive force are immateri- 
il."
